A 24-year-old facing a second-degree mur¬ 
der charge in the death of an elderly man 
in Lower Saclcville will make his first court 
appearance today. 

Nicholas Edward White, who turns 25 
on Dec. 20, was charged with murder on 
Saturday, one day after police were called 
to an apartment building at 70 Cobequid 
Rd. and found a dead man inside a resi¬ 
dence. 

The victim’s name hasn’t been released 
and police aren’t saying how they believe 
he was killed. 

“Our suspect that is charged went into 
this building and things happened from 
there,” said Halifax RCMP spokesman Cpl. 
Scott MacRae. 

Police were called to the three-storey 
apartment building at 12:30 a.m. regarding 
several disturbance complaints. 

Police arrested a man a few minutes lat¬ 
er at a nearby cemetery with the help of 
the K-9 unit. 

The man was then questioned by inves¬ 
tigators and remanded to the Central Nova

When asked if White is known to police, 
MacRae said, “We’re are aware of him.” 

He will appear at Dartmouth provincial 
court this morning to face the murder 
charge. 

“All we can say now is we don’t feel

“We have the suspect in custody and the 
investigation will hopefully bring forth de¬ 
tails of why this occurred.”

Demolition was only weeks 
away but it is believed ar¬ 
sonists got to it first. 

The old Halifax County 
Rehab Centre on Bissett 
Road in Cole Harbour — fa¬ 
mous as the backdrop for 
the Trailer Park Boys — was 
destroyed by a fire on the 
weekend. 

Fire crews responded 
just before 4 p.m. on Satur¬ 
day afternoon and the com¬ 
plex was ablaze. 

“The rear of the building 
is totally demolished, total¬ 
ly gone,” platoon Chief 
Chuck Bezanson said yes¬ 


terday. 

“I guess you’d you call it 
the recreation hall — it’s 
joined to the rest of the 
structure with a breezeway 
and it’s a total loss.” 

A fire investigator will 
arrive today to see if it’s 
safe to enter to complete an 
investigation. 

Three male teenagers 
were seen walking away 
from the site and were ar¬ 
rested by RCMP officers on 
Saturday. An RCMP 
spokesman said there were 
no reports of charges as of 
yesterday afternoon.

Lorelei Nicoll said the fire 
shouldn't add anything to 
the cost of the $2 million- 
plus demolition, but HRM 
staff are heading out there 
today to assess the site. 

The rehab centre was 
closed in 2002 and since 
then the owner, the Halifax 
Regional Municipality, 
hired security for the site. It 
was the set for the Trailer 


Park Boys television series 
and a few movies, said May¬ 
or Peter Kelly. 

The cost of demolishing 
the complex — at more 
than $2 million — was 
added to this year’s budget. 

“It’s clear it couldn’t re¬ 
main where it is so it had to 
be demolished and we in¬ 
corporated the funds in this 
year’s budget and it will be 
removed,” Kelly said. 

“From my understand¬ 
ing (the demolition) was 
supposed to be started by 
the end of the year.”

The report suggests in 
order to meet the goals 
set out in the 2006 Graffi¬ 
ti Management Plan, 
more funding is required. 

“In 2006 when the 
Graffiti Management Plan 
was first adopted, $50,000 
had been allocated within 
the CAO’s budget,” it 
reads. “There has been no 
dedicated corporate fund¬ 
ing since.” 

The report goes on to 
say that there are no full 
time employees working 
on graffiti prevention or 
education, and “a thor¬ 
ough analysis of HRM re¬ 
sources is required.” 


Community bus routes 
are back on the table 


Halifax regional council¬ 
lors are once again faced 
with a report on the 
tricky transit issue of 
community bus routes.

prisoners and Iran’s mili¬ 
tary capabilities to Libyan 
leader Moammar 

Ghadafi’s eccentricities 
and U.S. efforts to spy on 
United Nations officials. 

A total of 1,948 cables 
originating from U.S. 
diplomats in Ottawa and 
hundreds of others from 
various consulates appear 
to be among the leaked 
materials. 

WikiLeaks confirmed 
late Sunday there would 
be as many as 2,648 docu¬ 
ments that refer to Cana¬ 
da. 

The vast majority of 
these cables are not ex¬ 
pected to become public 
until sometime this week, 
but the website offered 
some hints about the 
broad range of topics they 


cover: arms control, CBC 
coverage, energy technolo¬ 
gy, Haiti, military nuclear 
applications, provincial af¬ 
fairs and Syria. 

One of the few docu¬ 
ments released yesterday 
to mention Canada de¬ 
scribed a 2009 meeting at 
which Ben Rowswell, the 
representative of Canada 
in Kandahar, who joined in 
asking about the credibili¬ 
ty of Afghan elections.

Leslie Nielsen, who traded 
in his dramatic persona 
for inspired bumbling as a 
hapless doctor in Air¬ 
plane! and the accident- 
prone detective Frank 
Drebin in The Naked Gun 
comedies, died on yester¬ 
day in Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla. He was 84.

Kelly said in a statement. 

“We are saddened by 
the passing of beloved ac¬ 
tor Leslie Nielsen, proba¬ 
bly best remembered as 
Lt. Frank Drebin in The 
Naked Gun series of pic¬ 
tures, but who enjoyed a 
more than 60-year career 
in motion pictures and 
television,” said Kelly. 

Nielsen came to Holly¬ 
wood in the mid-1950s af¬ 
ter performing in 150 live 
television dramas in New 
York. With a craggily

European Union nations 
agreed to give $89.4 billion 
in bailout loans to Ireland 
yesterday to help it weath¬ 
er the cost of its massive 
banking crisis. 

The rescue deal, ap¬ 
proved by finance minis¬ 
ters at an emergency 
meeting in Brussels, 
means Ireland and Greece 
have now come to depend 
on foreign help and under¬ 
scores Europe’s struggle to 
contain its spreading debt 
crisis. The fear is that with 
Greece and now Ireland 
shored up, speculative 
traders will target the 
bloc’s other weak fiscal 
links, particularly Portu¬ 
gal. 


In Dublin, Irish Prime 
Minister Brian Cowen said 
the accord “provides Ire¬ 
land with vital time and 
space to successfully and 
conclusively address the 
unprecedented problems 
that we’ve been dealing 
with since this global eco¬ 
nomic crisis began.” 

EU chiefs also gave Ire¬ 
land an extra year, until 
2015, to reduce its annual 
deficits to three per cent of 
GDP, the eurozone limit. 

Still, analysts and oppo¬ 
sition leaders in Ireland 
warned that the country of 
4.5 million was taking on a 
bill it couldn’t afford to re¬ 
pay.

The Canadian Taxpayers' 
Federation is right. There, 
I've said it. And it only hurt 
a little. 

W hile I can — and 
do and will — 
dispute the larg¬ 
er goals of this 
never-met-a-pub- 
lic-expenditure- 

it-can-stomach crowd, the CTF did 
discover real slime under its latest 
ff eedom-of-information rock. 

Though there are only a 
million aboriginals in Canada, 82 
reserve politicians “earned” more 
than the prime minister’s 
$315,462 salary last year, 222 
pocketed more than their provin¬ 
cial premier counterparts and 
704 raked in the tax-free equiva¬ 
lent of $100,000-plus. 

One Nova Scotia councillor — 


on a reserve with 304 members 

— took home $978,468 tax free. 

Some First Nations leaders ar¬ 
gue these CTF remuneration 
numbers are ripped 
from their context 

— that the 
packages lump to¬ 
gether salaries, hon¬ 
oraria, travel 
expenses and con¬ 
tracts for native 
businesses, and that 
native political lead¬ 
ers don’t get plush 
pensions like their 
non-native 
colleagues. 

Some complain darkly that 
singling out native leaders 
smacks of racism. 

Mi’kmaq elder Daniel Paul 
blames the Department of Indian 
Affairs, which he says has been 
“well aware of what’s going on 


and have chosen not to do a thing 
about it.” 

There is plenty of blame to go 
around. 

Traditional gov¬ 
ernment paternal¬ 
ism coupled with a 
more recent 
laissez-faire fear of 
appearing to ques¬ 
tion First Nations’ 
autonomy created 
fertile ground for 
nefarious native 
leaders who 
choose to take ad¬ 
vantage. 

Whenever 
politicians operate in secret and 
are unaccountable to the people 
who elect them, entitled-to-their- 
entitlements corruption is sure to 
follow. (See Nova Scotia MLA ex¬ 
pense scandal, federal 
sponsorship scandal, David Ding¬ 


wall, et al, ad nauseum.) 

What makes this scandal more 
difficult to digest is the stark real¬ 
ity of non-leader aboriginal life in 
Canada. 

Consider the Third World con¬ 
ditions that exist on many Cana¬ 
dian reserves. Consider that abo¬ 
riginal young people are seven 
times more likely to commit sui¬ 
cide than the national average. 
Consider that the unemployment 
rate for aboriginals in Nova Scotia 
last year was 17.4 per cent 
compared with nine per cent for 
non-aboriginals, and that 
employed aboriginals earned just 
77 per cent of hourly waged non¬ 
aboriginals. 

Now consider again those CTF 
numbers. 

It is past time for transparency 
and accountability. It’s time to 
put power in the hands of native 
communities, not native leaders.

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Eggs for dinner, with style

O Brie and sourdough bread give 
‘egg on toast’ a new sophistication 


There are those nights 
when breakfast is the only 
way dinner is going to get 
on the table. 

But that doesn't doom 
you to a bowl of cold cere¬ 
al in front of the televi¬ 
sion. There are plenty of 
easy ways to add a dinner- 
lilce sophistication — or at 
least satisfaction — to your 
breakfast staples. And that 
was the inspiration for this 
rich and cheesy take on 
eggs and toast. 

I started with a thick 
slab of sourdough pan- 
toasted in butter. If you in¬ 
sist, you could cut the fat 
by using olive oil cooking 
spray in the pan instead. 
Then I added an egg to the 
pan and a slab of brie to 
the bread. When the egg 
was cooked, but the yolk 
was still a bit runny, I 
placed it on top of the 
brie. 

And I called it dinner. 
And it was scrumptious in 
an almost disturbingly 


Ingredients: 

• Start to finish: 10 minutes 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) butter 

• 1 thick slice sourdough 
bread 

• legg 

• Salt and ground black pep¬ 
per, to taste 

• 1 thick slab brie (about 60 
g/2 oz) 

• 1 sprig fresh thyme 


good way. 

It got me thinking that 
this same dish could be re¬ 
cast as a finger food for 
holiday parties, too. For 
that, I would roll out a bag 
of pizza dough as thinly as 
possible, brush it with 
some olive oil or melted 
butter, then pop it in the 
oven. When it was nearly 
cooked, pull it out, top it 
with brie and crack a few 
eggs on it, then return it to 
the oven until the eggs are 
ready. 


Toasty Brie and Egg 

Preparation: 

I ln a large skillet over 
medium-high, melt but¬ 
ter. 


Place bread in skillet 
and toast until bottom 
is crispy and just turn¬ 
ing golden, 3 to 4 min¬ 
utes. Flip bread to toast 
other side, pushing it to 
one side of the pan. 
Crack egg into other 


side of pan. Season it 
with salt and pepper. 

3 About l minute before 
egg is cooked to 
desired doneness, place 
brie on bread. Use a 
spatula to transfer egg, 


sunny side up, onto 
brie. Cover skillet and 
cook for another 
minute. Garnish with 
thyme and serve imme¬ 
diately. Makes l 
serving.

The City of Toron¬ 
to’s website, at 
toronto.ca/garbage, has 
some helpful information 
about disposing of unwant¬ 
ed household hazardous 
waste. 

No matter where you 
live, check out your city’s 
website for more tips on 
disposal. 

A final option is to take 
a stand and mail your 
product back to the manu¬ 
facturer.

Ten years ago, 95 per cent 
of Earth’s oceans re¬ 
mained unexplored. Now, 
experts are unveiling an 
unprecedented inventory 
of ocean life. 

First, meet the Yeti 
Crab. It has haiiy claws 
and reproduces its own 
bacteria, and is one of over 
5,300 new species discov¬ 
ered by the Census of Ma¬ 
rine Life. 

Some 2,000 researchers 
from 80 countries set out 
to document every species 
in our oceans. 

“We knew that there 
were unknown species in

the oceans, but we didn’t 
know if it was one, 10 or 
100 million species,” says 
Dr. David Billett from 
Britain’s National 

Oceanography Center. “Off 
the British coasts, only an 
estimated 10 per cent of 
species are unknown. But 
off the coasts of countries 
like Angola, the figure is 
90 per cent.” 

Experts found almost 
200 new crabs, shrimps 
and prawns. “Rainforests 
have a reputation for biodi¬ 
versity, but most of the 
species are insects,” ex¬ 
plains Prof. Paul Tyler, a 
marine scientist from 
Southampton University. 


“By contrast, there’s an ex¬ 
tremely wide range of ani¬ 
mals in the ocean.” 

Billett discovered new 
sea cucumbers, a common 
marine animal in the Indi¬ 
an ocean. “The deep wa¬ 
ters aren’t dull places 
where nothing happens.” 

The most charming dis¬ 
covery may be the osedax, 
discovered by the Mon¬ 
terey Bay Aquarium Re¬ 
search Institute in 
California. 

This seabed creature 
looks like a wig with pink 
twigs sprouting out. But 
the osedax’s diet proves to 
be less enchanting: it feeds 
on whale bones.

School was never a strong 
point for Toronto’s claim 
to comedic fame - the ir¬ 
reverent Russell Peters.

vations on race, class and 
culture, and for his sup¬ 
port of young talent. 

This year, Peters 
launched a $20,000 schol¬ 
arship for a student from 
his former high school, 
North Peel Secondary, 
which focuses on technical 
skills and trades. 

Metro Toronto caught 
up with Peters by email 
and asked him for his 
thoughts on the award, 
the importance of educa¬ 
tion, and his advice for as¬ 
piring performing artists. 


What did you think when you 
heard the Humber School of 
Creative and Performing Arts 
was giving you an honourary 
degree? 

I thought, “Wow, that’s 
pretty cool!” But at the 
same time it’s kind of iron¬ 
ic considering I didn’t go 
to college and just 
squeaked through high- 
school. 


When you were in school, 
what did you think you'd be 
when you grew up? 

When I was 14,1 wanted to 
be a breakdancer. That was 
it, just a breakdancer. 


What was the most 
important lesson you learned 
in school? 

That the cool people in 
school aren’t the cool peo¬ 
ple when you’re finished 
school. The cool crowd be¬ 
comes the “tool” crowd. 

Had your parents chosen a ca¬ 
reer path for you? 

No, they didn’t lay any¬ 
thing out for me. We were 
veiy working class, so my 
parents just wanted me to 


get a steady job, like a 
union job or something 
where there was security. 


What did they think of you 
not going to college? About 
becoming a comic instead? 

They were fine with me 
not going to college - 
there was no pressure. 
They didn’t really under¬ 
stand what becoming a 
comic meant. 

I might as well have said 


that I was going to be an 
astronaut. They were like, 
“That’s nice, son...” 

You didn't need higher educa¬ 
tion to be successful and have 
a rewarding career, yet you 
recently developed a scholar¬ 
ship for a high-achieving stu¬ 
dent planning to go to 
college. 

Why do you think education 
is so important? 

For me it wasn’t impor¬ 
tant. 


I felt like the system 
wasn’t really made for kids 
like me - I had ADD and 
needed extra help, but the 
teachers were more fo¬ 
cused on the kids who 
were “getting it,” instead 
of the kids who weren’t. 

That all changed when I 
switched schools and went 
to North Peel Secondaiy. 

That was the first time I 
felt like I fit in and that the 
teachers took the time to 
pay attention to kids like 


me. 

What is your advice to aspir¬ 
ing performing arts 
graduates? 

Don’t do it because you 
just want to “make it big.” 

If you’re going to do it 
for the money, forget 
about it. 

Being a comic or an 
artist of any kind, you 
have to do it because you 
have to. 

It’s a calling.

Avon Coboume shut the 
door on the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders. 

Cobourne ran for two 
touchdowns, including a 
key two-yard scamper, to 
power the Montreal Alou- 
ettes to a compelling 21-18 
win over Saskatchewan in 
the 98th Grey Cup yester¬ 
day. 

Coboume helped Mon¬ 
treal to a second straight 
Grey Cup win over 
Saskatchewan following 
last year’s stunning victoiy. 
In the 2009 final, Damon 
Duval missed from 43 yards 
out on the final play, only 
to get a second chance after 
the Riders were called for 
too many men on the field. 

Duval then hit from 33 
yards out to give Montreal 
the 28-27 win. 

Montreal earned its third 
Grey Cup win in eight ap¬ 
pearances since 2000. 

Despite several trips to 
the final and two straight ti¬ 
tles, Alouettes coach Marc 
Trestman wasn’t about to 
call his team a dynasty. 

“We decided early on we 
weren’t going to be the de¬ 
fending champions nor 
would be in a position to re¬ 
peat as a team,” Trestman 
said. “The guys bought into 
it, they tmly believed that 
they had to earn it on their 



own merit. We went up 
against the best that the 
league had for us and were 
able to find our way 
through adversity much of 
the time.” 

Montreal receiver Jamel 
Richardson, who caught 
eight passes for 109 yards, 
was named the game MVP 
while Saskatchewan defen¬ 
sive lineman Keith Sholo- 
gan was the top Canadian. 

Richardson, who put up 
over 100 yards for the third 
straight Grey Cup, was the 
first receiver to win the 
MVP award since Edmon¬ 
ton’s Jason Tucker in 2003. 

“It’s not about me, it’s 
about those guys in the 
locker-room,” Richardson 
said. 

“I didn’t do it for me, I 
did it for them. That’s all 
that mattered going into 


the game, doing it for the 
next person. That was our 
thing going into this game.” 

With Commonwealth 
Stadium again a sea of 
Roughriders green, the 
Riders stayed in the game 
due to a Duval miss. With 
Montreal up 21-18, Duval 
couldn’t connect from 41 
yards out. 

Saskatchewan returned 
the ball to its own 16-yard 
line with roughly 90 
seconds remaining, giving 
the sellout gathering of 
63,317, a Edmonton Grey 
Cup record, a wild finish. 

Saskatchewan pulled to 
within 21-18 on Darian Du¬ 
rant’s one-yard TD pass to 
Marc Parenteau at 11:52 of 
the fourth. It was set up by 
a 31-yard reception by Andy 
Fantuz to put the Riders on 
the Alouettes’ one-yard line. 

Montreal countered by 
driving to the Saskat¬ 
chewan 33-yard line, only 
to have Duval miss and 
give the Riders another 
chance.

The 41-year-old 
quarterback was 5-for-5 on 
the first drive of the sec¬ 
ond half, capped by a five- 
yard TD from rookie Toby 
Gerhart, who took over af¬ 
ter Peterson left in the sec¬ 
ond quarter. 

Favre ran for a first 
down right before the two- 
minute warning, allowing 
the Vikings (4-7) to run out 
the clock and end their 
nine-game road losing 
streak. It also made them 
winners less than a week 
after firing coach Brad 
Childress and promoting 
Frazier. 

The Redskins (5-6) came 
in with a host of injuries, 
and after a solid opening 
drive, they weren’t able to 
do much on offence. Dono¬ 
van McNabb finished 21- 
for-35 for 211 yards, one 
TD and one interception, 
his career-worst 13th of 
the season.
